High Cliff Park Bill Is Vetoed By Kohler 
5 Measures 
Are Killed 
By Governor 


Madison —W)— Gov. Kohler today 


announced his veto of five bills, in- 
cluding the High Cliff park and a 
northern, tar benefit measure, ind 
his approval of the bill creating a 
state purchasing bureau in place 
of several other offices. 


The bureau of purchases bill abol- 


ishes the office of superintendent of 
public property, the printing board, 
department of engineering and the 
cement purchasing commission and 
creates in their place an advisory 
council, bureau of engineering and 
the purchases department which will 
have charge of buying supplies and 
equipment for all state work. 


Gov. Kohler coupled h'is High Cliff 


park bill veto with his disapproval 
of the Northern Lakes park bih, 
saying that in the previous veto he 
had pointed out that the conservation 
commission "has large funds for pur- 
chase of forest lands and in' some 
instances can obtain lands suitable 
for forests which axe also adopted 
for park purposes, thus accomplish- 
ing two worthy purposes with a sin- 
gle expenditure. He said also the 
conservation commission has not rec- 
ommended purchase of the -High Cliff 
area, and reiterated his disbelief in 
desirability of "adding isolated tracts 
to the state's park system." 


SEES BILL UNWISE

League of Nations, Inspired by Wood- 
row Wilson, has already been found 
lacking in effective means to prevent 
war by the statesmen taking part In 
tho league's tenth assembly session. 


Taking a bold and progressive stop 


to mako tho covenant at least 
as 


strong as tho Kellogg renunciation 
of war pact, tho British labor gov- 
ernment today Introduced a resolu- 
tion Into tho assembly calling for r»*- 
vision of the league covenant so that 
henceforth war may be really ban- 
ished, as under tho Kellogg pact. 


Tha resolution was Introduced by 


Foreign Secretary Arthur Henderson 
of Great Britain ami was made In be- 
half also of France, Italy, Belgium, 
Chllo ami Denmark. 


Great applause broke forth from 


delegates and auditors when Mr. 
Henderson, In resonant tones which 
carried to tho remotest corners of 
tho hall, announced that the British 
resolution also had tho support of 
thn German delegation. 


Tho resolution saya that the tenth 


assembly of tho League of Nations 
notes with satisfaction the general 
adherence of states which arc mem- 
bers of tho league to the Paris pact, 
devised by former Secretary of State 
Kellogg ami Premier Brlaml. which 
Imposes on Its signatories tho

nunciation of war as an Instrument 
ot national policy.

Madison—There has been no out- 


berak of infantile paralysis in Wis- 
consin tbte year. Whenever an oc- 
casional case is found, the utmost of 
vigilance Is exercised by hpyslclans 
with the result that no particular 
epidemic has occurred 
in 
any 


community. 
Dr. C. Ji..- Harper 
of 


the State Board 
of ^ Health 
de- 


clared today that as soon as a single 
case Is reported, the utmost of .vigil- 
ance ia exercised'to" curtail any 
spread of the disease. 


Nevertheless, the educational com- 


mittee of the Wisconsin State Medi- 
cal Society in a bulletin issued today 
warns the> public to promptly report 
to health authorities any symptoms 
among children which may indicate 
the disease. The health bulletin de- 
clares that if Wisconsin exercises rig- 
id authority, any cutbrca!: !!!:e that 
which occurred in 1916 may be pre- 
vented. 
, 


"Despite years of research the real 


cause of the infection is unknown; 
hence no definite rules can be laid 
down in, regard to prevention," de- 
clares the bulletin. "During the lat- 
ter part of the summer, any child 
with an unexplained stomach or in- 
testinal disturbance and a tempera- 
ture up to 103 degrees, with a dis- 
comfort out of all proportion to the 
symptoms, should be kept apart from 
other children for a few days and 
the family physician called. Pains 
in the neck, back and limbs, general 
weakness and clumsiness about the 
fourth day of illness mark the onset 
of paralysis and may establish 
the 


diagnosis. Then a stiict quarantine 


must be established and observed 
under the direction of the family 
physician. 


"After the flrst wee!: of the disease, 


the second and m^st difficult period 
begins, namely.' the period of re- 
habilitation. 
Neighbors are usually 


prolific with advice at 
this time: 


suggestions ranging from violent rub- 
bin? with skunk oil to long and vig- 
orous periods -or_ talking. 
Th.s 


creates a ver^ difficult situation for 
the attending pbystfe^m and nurse 
and a dangerous-one for the patient. 
Follow the doctor's advice only. His 
first task is to make the patient com- 
fortable and tho next, to prevent the 
affected muscles from contracting. If 
this occurs it may result in a per- 
manent crippling of the patients. . 


"Both the family and patient must 


understand that, aUsoIato ^nJ Cvii- 
tinued rest is essential for a complete 
recovery of the weakened muscles, 
which must not be used at all except 
when and as an orthopedist directs. 


"All cases of infantile paralysis 


must be reported to the health au- 
thorities. " '.Vhen this Is done the 
State Department of Health offers 
to the attending physician and to 
the family the services of trained 
orthopedists and orthopedic nurses In 
caring for the patient. If accepted 
the nurse calls upon the family with- 
out delay and instructs them in the 
proper procedures to be followed.

In the last twen- 
ty years the women of the civilized na- 
tions have become a force in the body 
politic that must hereafter t>e reckoned 
with in all questions pertaining to mor- 
als, social and economic life and pre- 
eminently peace. 


M. Briand says that war is inexcus- 


able, barbaric and an 
indefensible 


crime against the human race. We be- 
lieve he is right. We believe the con- 
science of the civilized world is of the 
same'opinion. 
Furthermore, we be- 


lieve it is practical to put this ideal in- 
to effect and make it control. 
The 


statesmen who are now thrashing 
about in a labyrinth of technical and 
theoretical reasons why war is 
still 


necessary and why it is too early to ex- 
pect universal peace, are not statesmen 
at all. They are politicians obsessed 
with an idea and their own ego. 


The doctrine proclaimed by M. 


Briand at Geneva is the only valid, far- 
sighted and Christian statesmanship of 
the twentieth century. It states the one 
international policy capable of support 
and defense. The United States, which 
has less to gain and more to lose from 
war than any of the great nations and 
which is nevertheless least vulnerable 
to attack, ought to be engaged in pre- 
cisely the same leadership so well rep- 
resented by Aristide Briand. It should 
be throwing its enormous and irre- 
sistible weight in the scales for effec- 
tive, compulsory peace. It should get 
out of its head the thought that war is 
necessary and cannot be abolished. It 
professes not to suspect itself, but the 
other nations of the world.

Italian life, and bring to the state 
such comfortable amounts that there 
Is little thought of ever giving them 
up. Besides, they are hallowed by 
centuries of sanction. 


Every week there is a new drawing 


of lucky numbers in Rome. Turin. 
Naples, Milan, Bologna. Florence, 
and every town and hamlet. Hence- 
forth this drawing will be made, so 
far ai Rome is concerned, in the 
historic Firenze palace, where Mus- 
solini holds some of his most impor- 
tant government meetings. 


The drawing is done by a child of 


tender years, usually an orphan. In 
order that no charge of "crooked- 
ness" may be made. The youngster 
plunges his hand into an equivalent 
or a jury wheel and draws out five 
numbers, each of which is less than 
one hundred. 


Betting is done In various ways, 


but always through 
tickets pur- 


chased from men on principal street 
corners. The better may wager his 
money on an "ambo." that Is, on two 
of the five numbers, on a "terno." or 
three, a "quarterno." or four, and a 
"cinquina," or all five. 


If the two numbers he has bet 


upon are among the five lucky ones. 
the better receives 50 lire for every 
one bet. If he wins on three be re- 
ceives 24,000 lire— $1.200— for every 
lire. If he wins on four and five he 
gets from 60,000 lire up foe each one 
bet. But the larger winners do not 
receive all they win. All above a 
certain figure goes to the govern 
ment.

from Coblenz, the Yankee contingent 
had dwindled to a third the size of 
a wartime infantry regiment. The 
smallest force at present in the re- 
gion is Belgium's—2,800 men which 
she, in sympathy with England, has 
agreed to reduce by evacuating the 
ten-year zone.

IS HUMANE METHOD 


Causes Less Maiming and 


S u f f e r i n g , Major Be- 
lieves 


Washington —(A1)— Although firm 


in the belief that chemical warfare 
is the most humane ever used on the 
battlefield. Major General H. L. Gil- 
christ, new chief of the army chem- 
ical warfare service, opposes the be- 
lief that an aerial gas attack on a 
city can wipe out its entire popula- 
tion. 


While the chemical warfare service 


is comparatively new in this country 
and is continued mainly for defensive 
purposes. General Gilchrist is work- 
ing on the theory that it should keep 
abreast of scientific developments in 
foreign countries in the use of gas 
for destructive purposes. 
However, 


he is skeptical of theories advanced 
abroad that millions of persons may 
be killed by small quantities of toxic 
gases distributed in an airplane at- 
tack. 


General Gilchrist is reticent about 


the probable uses of chemicals in fu 
ture wars. However, official records 
show he foresees extensive use of 
gases in future conflicts, because of 
their economy, effect 
on military 


morale and the large number of 
casualties produced without killing 
or maiming. 


"The use of chemicals in war," he 


said, "might be considered inhumane. 
No one will presume to contest that 
fact, but it Is to be considered with 
the full acknowledgment that all 
means of modern conflict fall in the 
same category. 


An analysis 
of the world war 


casualties, he said, showed the ratio 
of deaths and permanently injured as 
a result of gas to the total number 
produced by other weapons to be an 
'index to its hi"»ianeness."' „ 


"Both experience and statistics of 


the world war," he said, "indicate 
that it is not only one of the most 
efficient agencies for effecting casul- 
ties, but it is the most humane meth- 
od of war-fare ever applied on 
the 


battlefield." 


The measure of humaneness of 


forms of warfare, he said, is the 
comparison of the degree of suffer- 
ing causes, and asserted that "gas 
causes less suffering than wounds."

Even in this 
small amount, which was determined 
only after exhaustive tests, boron 1$ 
necessary to several •plants. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, the 


copper that often is used in spray 
solutions and which is decidedly pois- 
onous in effect aids the growth of 
lettuce and onions in certain muck 
lands of New York. But -when pres- 
ent in soil on which barley is grown, 
even-to the extent of one in 5,000,- 
000 parts, copper slightly retards 
growth.

The foc'stle 
is reserved for the crew, and the 
entire midship has been adapted for 
the use of the pupils. Two-berth cab- 
ins line each side of the .salon, but 
thero are regulation hammocks .for 
those who prefer them and wish 
thoroughly .to' live the sailor's life. 


The captain's table is served from 


the ship's galley, for Captain He-

political parties, the Conservatives 
and Laborites. committed to "safe- 
guarding of industry" in varying 
degrees, leaders of big business in 
Great Britain arc counting upon aid 
from further tariff barriers In plan- 
ning their future course** 


The Liberals are sticking to the 


traditional free trade policy of the 
United Kingdom, but only a sur- 
prising landslide would give that 
party a stronger position that that 
of possibly holding the balance of 
power in the new parliament. 


The economic side of the cam- 


paign has in some respects been 
reminiscent of the days when "the 
full dinner pa'.l" was a vital politi- 
cal slogan in the United States, but 
without mention of "protection" in 
speeches and platforms. 
The- Eng- 


lish, while showing symptoms oi 
abandoning free1 trade, still shy a* 
using the American word, prefer 
ing the euphemism, "safeguarding." 


HAVE DIRECT U. S. INTEREST 
A more direct United States in 


terest in this phase of Great Brit- 
ain's policy can be found in 
the 


probable effect of higher tariff bar- 
riers upon the diminishing Ameri 
can trade balance. 


In 1925 the United States solJ 


$1,033,856,369 worth of merchandise 
to Great Britain and bought $412.- 
704,535 worth, leaving a trade bal- 
ance of $621,151.834 in favor of the 
United States. The Empire Mar 
keting Board then began to spend 
millions in strengthening the "Buv 
British Goods" movement, and It <s 
now considered almost 
unpatriotic 


to buy foreign goods of any 
de- 


scription. 


By 1926 the sales of American 


goods in the United Kingdom had 
dropped to 
$972,384,840. 
At' th 


same time American imports from 
England, 
Ireland 
Scotland 
and 


Wales were down to $383,189,536, 
reducing the trade balance to $5S9,- 
195,304, a loss of $32,856.500. 


Economic experts 
predict that 


erection of tariff walls around the 
United Kingdom will accelerate the 
diminuitlon of this balance. 


NO TARIFF FOR REVENUE 
In this respect it is interesting to 


note that neither the Conservatives 
nor the Laborites have any thought 
of tariff for revenue. 
All that is 


asked in any case is an adequate 
safeguarding against foreign goods 
which compete with British inJus 
tries in the home market. 


This question has already caused 


considerable trouble for Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin. He lost one 
election because he went to the 
country in favor of safeguarding, 
when the people were not prepar 
for it. The first Labor government, 
then backing Free Trade, went into 
power at that time.

Mr. Baldwin's stand this year in 


regard to safeguarding almost dis- 
rupted his cabinet; but, on the vir- 
face at least, the ministers 
have 


reached an agreement as to limited 
safeguarding but only for those in- 
dustries which can prove before a 
government tribunal that they nect 
It vitally. - 


LABOR POSITION SAME 


The Labor 
position is 
similar. 


This is a decided change in senti- 
ment for that party. The working 
people have always thought a high 
tariff would result in increased liv- 
ing costs and their one bitter ex- 
periment on a. wheat tariff, which 
raised the price of bread to about 
25 cents a loaf, still rankles. 


It is not believed, however, that 


any attempt will be made to re- 
strict the flow of food stuffs. Cana- 
dian and Australian canned goods

expressed the belief today that the 
Texas crop was in a. bad way and 
that western 
Oklahoma was not

has been prevalent throughout that

ever produced were due to lack of 
sufficient rainfall. In 1925 the Texas 
crop was reduced 40 per cent by de- 
ficient rainfall, while the highest 
toll ever attributed to the. boll wee- 
vil was 34 per cent.
